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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Shirai et al as per reasons set forth in the Grounds of 
Rejection of record per paper no. 6, 04/02/02. 

; Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 07/08/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

&faiy$te^ is urged and maintained that Shirai et al anticipate the instantly 

claimed invention, in both content and character, with the understanding that the 
disclosed components of Shirai et al overlap in scope with the components of the claimed 
invention. 

The crux of Counsel's arguments appears to hinge on there being no example housing all 
of the components of the claimed invention and, to this end, Counsel is reminded that it is 
well settled that an applied reference may be relied upon for all that it would have 
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reasonably suggested to one with ordinary skill in the art including not only preferred 
embodiments but less preferred embodiments or even non-preferred embodiments(Merck 
& Co. v Biocraft Labs, Inc., 10 USPQ 2d 1843), i.e., a reference is evaluated, as a whole for 
what it fairly teaches and is in noway limited to the working Examples. 
Further, while Counsel is relying upon data in the specification, specifically Run 2, as a 
showing of unexpected results for a specific property, viz., maceration of the skin surface, 
and as such this is noted, firstly, such is insufficient to confer patentability under 35 USC 
102(b) and secondly, even if the Examiner has somehow missed the boat and the claimed 
invention is not anticipated but rather obvious over the disclosure ofShirai et al, the 
claims are simply not limited to where any improvement might have been shown. Note, 
e.g., that Run 2(Comparative)/Example 1 (Inventive) is directed to a specific composition 
and the claims are not so limited. 

Counsel is further reminded that compositions similar in structure would be expected to 
have similar propertiesQn re Hoch,166 USPQ 406). 

Counsel is herein apprised that a future rejection under 35 USC section 112, second 
paragraph, can be precluded by canceling claims 7, 15 and claims dependent therefrom so 
as to avoid the non-express establishment of proper antecedent basis relative to "the 
adhesive layer". The rejection is not being made at this time as the outstanding rejection 
still appears to be valid.
